REDBRIDGE looks set to lose half of its police 
stations under proposals put forward by the 
Mayor of London’s office this week to save the 
Met £500million. 

Front counter services at Woodford and 
Wanstead stations are set to be axed, with that 
service also reduced in Barkingside. This will 
leave Ilford as the only 24-hour station in the 
borough. 

The news is compounded by cuts in neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs. Waltham Forest and Havering 
each look set to lose four of their five stations, 
while Barking will go from four down to one. 

Boris Johnson’s Police and Crime Plan aims to 
increase the number of officers on the streets, re¬ 
deploying them from the back office. 

The plan also states that there are currently 136 
front counters open to the public, but just 50 
crimes per night are reported using that method 
across the capital. 

His proposals suggest that there will be 530 
officers on the beat in Redbridge by 2015, com¬ 
pared to 444 in October 2011, with 68 more 
Safer Neighbourhood Team officers. 

The Mayor also wants to reduce the Met’s 
property portfolio by a third - as set out in his 
Met Estates Strategy - as well as make savings 
in civilian staff and IT. 

“Putting more officers on the streets is key to 
driving down crime and boosting public confi¬ 
dence in the police and that is why it is at the 
heart of our plans for policing in the capital,” Mr 
Johnson said. 

“In the current economic climate there is no 
denying that tough decisions will have to be 
made but policing in the capital is changing and 
we must change with it by creating a police force 
that is ready to tackle the issues that matter most 
to Londoners.” 

An eight-week consultation on the plans will 
now take place with the Deputy Mayor for 
Policing Stephen Greenhalgh and Assistant

The Redbridge meeting will take place at 
Redbridge Town Hall on Monday, February 11, 
from 8pm. 

The final plan will be published by April. 

Labour London-wide Assembly Member Tom 
Copley said: “This will make it harder for local 
people to report serious crimes and reduce the 


police's presence. 

“The Mayor’s plans will see a loss of many 
experienced senior officers, which raises obvi¬ 
ous concerns about the supervision of police 
constables.” 

Leyton and Wanstead MP John Cryer said he 
would work with the community to ‘strongly 
lobby’ the Mayor’s Office for Policing and 
Crime throughout the consultation process.

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Mother’s plea for help 


in catching 

THE MOTHER of a man killed in Leyton during the 2012 Jubilee 
weekend has appealed for people to help solve her son’s murder. 

Marvin Hogan (pictured) is believed to have been in his silver 
Vauxhall Astra in Windsor Road, Leyton, when he became 
involved in an altercation on Monday, June 4. The 28-year-old was 
stabbed in nearby Thornhill Gardens and died the following day. 

A reward of up to £20,000 is on offer for information leading to 
the identification, arrest and prosecution of the person or people 
responsible for the murder. 

Jean Alleyne, Marvin’s mother, said: “I would like to appeal to 
anyone that knows anything about my son’s death to come for¬ 
ward, you do not have to leave your name this can be done anony¬ 
mously. I feel that these were local boys who committed this mur¬ 
der and took my son away at a very young age from the people 
that loved him. 

“I also appeal to family members, aunts, uncles and friends to 
do the right thing in helping to bring this person to justice that 
took my son from me and his family so cruelly that Bank Holiday 
Monday while I was at work. 

“This person is still out there walking around free probably not 
far from where my son was murdered. I want him caught so can 
have my peace. I will not rest until my son’s killer has been 
found.” 

The suspects are all described as dark-skinned black men in 
their early 20s. One is around 5ft 9ins tall and wore a red baseball 
cap and a black body-warmer. Another was of similar height with 
an oval, chubby face and his hair in corn rows. He wore a quilted 
Barbour-style jacket. 

One of the men also wore a scarf and had a bag across his 
shoulder. 

Detective Chief Inspector Graeme Gwyn, of the Homicide and 
Serious Crime Command, said: “Marvin Hogan was stabbed to 
death whilst he tried to retrieve his car keys from a group of men 
who stole them from him following an argument and altercation. 

“Mr Hogan was stabbed through the heart and left to die on the 
pavement. We ask anyone who witnessed the sequence of events 
or anything suspicious to call us. 

“We are particularly keen to speak to a passerby who stopped to 
help Mr Hogan prior to paramedics arriving. The man is described 
only as being white and carrying a rucksack which he placed 
under Mr Hogan’s head until help arrived.” 

Marvin’s key ring was taken during the incident and remains

missing. On the key ring was a Vauxhall Astra car key, an elec¬ 
tronic fob for entry into the victim’s flat, a red piece of plastic and 
a silver cross which is black on one side. 

Seven men have been arrested in connection with the investiga¬ 
tion. Four have been released with no further charge and three 
have been released on bail pending further enquiries.

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Woman, 34, jailed for four years 
for street robbery on pensioner 


A WOMAN who violently 
robbed an elderly woman last 
summer in Barkingside has been 
jailed at Snaresbrook Crown 
Court. 

Samantha Murray, 34, of 
Genas Close, Ilford, was sen¬ 
tenced to four years imprison¬ 
ment having been found guilty 
of robbery last Tuesday follow¬ 
ing a 14 day trial. 

The 83-year-old victim was in 
Longwood Gardens, 

Barkingside, on Friday, June 8, 
when she was attacked from 
behind. The force used to yank 
the victim’s handbag from her 
pulled the victim to the ground. 

Despite having injuries to her 
back and hand from the fall, the 
elderly lady bravely tried to 
hold on to her bag but her robber 
was too powerful and made off 
with it. 

The victim was unable to get 
up after her ordeal and was 


found on the pavement by a 
member of the public, who 
helped her and flagged down a 
police vehicle. 

As the victim was driven 
around the area by police, she 
identified Murray as she stood at 
a bus stop in Cranbrook Road, 
Ilford. Murray was arrested in 
possession of the victim’s 
property. 

Sergeant Matt Taylor, from 
Redbridge Police, said: “This 
was a violent robbery on an 
elderly lady going about her 
business. She has found the 
whole incident distressing and it 
has had a profound effect on her 
and the way she lives. It has sad¬ 
dened all involved in this case. 

“Whilst I do not want this type 
of crime to happen, I want the 
public to know we will robustly 
investigate any robbery and see 
that those responsible are bought 
to justice.” 


Suspended sentence for owner 
of dog that attacked young boy 


A DAGENHAM man has 
received a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence after being found guilty of 
owning a dangerous dog that 
attacked a child. 

A Bull mastiff belonging to 
Gareth Lawrence, of Sheppy 
Road, scaled garden fences and 
ferociously attacked several chil¬ 
dren playing in a back a garden 
nearby on October 13 last year. 

An 11-year-old boy was 
mauled by the dog, causing deep 
cuts to the child’s arm and back. 
The child required treatment at 
Broomfield Hospital, in 


Chelmsford, and is still undergo¬ 
ing treatment for his injuries. 

At Barkingside Magistrates 
Court last Tuesday, Lawrence 
was sentenced to 12 weeks in 
prison suspended for 12 months 
and ordered to carry out 120 
hours of community service. 

He will also have to pay 
£1,000 in compensation to the 
child, £85 in fines and court 
costs, £85 victims charter and is 
banned from keeping or owning 
any animal for five years. 

The Bull mastiff Ben will be 
put down.

Duo return from 
Jacko adventure 
in Los Angeles 


TWO media students at Barking 
and Dagenham College have just 
returned from Los Angeles after 
securing key roles in the touring 
exhibition of the late Michel 
Jackson’s stage costumes. 

The adventure began when 18- 
year-old Shane McCusker, from 
Dagenham, clinched an interview 
with Jackson’s long-time designer 
and personal friend Michael Bush 
at the Irish stop of the exhibition 
world tour. 

Bush later invited Shane to join 
him and Philip Treacy - milliner 
to the stars - at their London 
Fashion Week Catwalk Show. He 
mingled with guests including 
Lady Gaga, Kelly Brook, and Dita 
Von Teese at the VIP fashion 
show, and it was there that plans 
for the rest of the tour were 
discussed. 

Shane was invited, along with 
his business partner Kristian 
Baycroft, 19, from Barking, to 
help set-up and run the London 
exhibition at Westfield Stratford 
City. 

The enterprising young duo 
spotted a business opportunity: to 
offer fans a chance to pose for a 
souvenir photo alongside one of 
Jackson’s iconic jackets. 


They built a website overnight 
to host the images for customers 
to download, and as a result of 
their business savvy, have thou¬ 
sands of photos and hours of 
footage from the numerous 
exhibitions. 

During their visit to LA, Shane 
and Kristian secured front row 
seats at the world-famous Julien’s 
Auctions in Beverly Hills, where 
Jackson’s costumes went under 
the hammer. 

Lady Gaga bought 55 items, 
spending vast amounts of money, 
with just one jacket from the icon¬ 
ic collection selling for £148,418. 
The pair managed to secure some 
mementos of their trip, including 
signed copies of Bush’s book and 
a prototype T-shirt, designed to be 
sold at Jackson's ill-fated London 
comeback shows.

Pauline Black shot to fame in 1979 as the lead singer of Two Tone group The Selecter. In 2011 she published her memoirs, which 
recount how her childhood was marred by racism and sexual abuse. Ahead of an appearance at the Essex Book Festival, she tells 
Yellow Advertiser reporter Charles Thomson why both issues are just as important now as they ever were. 



OLDER pop fans will remember 
Pauline Black bursting onto the 
scene in 1979 as the animated lead 
singer of Two Tone group The 
Selecter. Their single On My Radio 
hit number eight on the UK chart 
after an appearance on Top of the 
Pops and their debut album Too 
Much Pressure reached number five. 

Despite critical acclaim the group 
split in 1982. 


Pauline went on to star in films 
and theatre productions, as well as 
taking part in several reunions with 
her former band mates. 

In 2011 her memoirs, Black By 
Design, were released to wide¬ 
spread critical acclaim. 

As well as the regular rock & roll 
recollections, her book tackles big 
issues such as racism and child 
abuse. 


The product of an interracial 
affair, she was adopted by a white 
family in Romford at a time when 
it was still unusual to see a black 
person. She was the only dark- 
skinned pupil in her school. 

The National Front handed out 
leaflets in her area. 

“There were colour bars in clubs 
and pubs,” she recalls. “If you had 
a black doctor that was cause for

some degree of concern.” 

It wasn’t just racist abuse Pauline suffered as 
a child, but sexual abuse as well. 

In the book she recounts being molested by a 
family friend (long since dead) for several 
years. 

“It wasn’t so much what happened,” she says. 
“It was the fact that I wasn’t necessarily 
believed. I find that in the wake of the Jimmy 
Savile business I can very much identify with 
those women who tried to tell their stories and 
just weren’t believed. 

“The Savile scandal hasn’t shocked me. If 
anything it compounded what I thought 
already. 

“I didn’t think that I was some special case. 
Over the years I’ve spoken to other people who 
had been similarly abused and I get the feeling 
that it is everywhere.” 

Just as the Savile scandal has convinced her 
that child abuse is as big a problem as it ever 
was, the 2011 riots convinced her that racism 
is alive and well too. 

In an extra chapter in the second edition of 
her book she sympathises with those who took 
to the streets in anger. 

“I thought that I would be abdicating any 
kind of principles I had if I didn’t say some¬ 
thing about the riots,” she explains. “The 
whole way of thinking I developed through my 
time in The Selecter was that it’s much better 
to face the problem of racism head on and try 
to understand it, rather than just jumping to 
conclusions that this happened and therefore 
these people should be put in prison, which is 
really what happened with our kangaroo courts 
at the time.” 

So she sees the riots as a race issue? 

“Race is certainly an element within it. 
Whenever something enormous blows up like 
that, it’s usually a tiny thing that fuels it. Then 
all sorts of different problems and people’s 
prejudices come to bear on it.” 

Coming from a working class background, 
she identifies with the alienation of some of 
the rioters. 

“If you have an enormous disparity between 
wealth and the unemployed then you’re gonna 
have problems,” she says. “Doesn’t matter 
what colour you are. Last week they cut the 
benefits so, of course, it’s going to be even 
worse now. 

“If somebody’s benefit is about 50 quid a 
week, a one per cent cut is definitely going to 
be felt more than a cut to a wealthy person’s 
income. 

“They probably spend that person’s yearly 
benefits on a meal out. It’s ridiculous.” 

She has been pleased to see young people 
coming to her book events to learn about what 
life was like just a few decades ago in Britain. 

“I think you have to know your history before 
you can really do something about the present 
time,” she says. “Soon the struggle is not going 
to be mine, it’s going to be theirs, so if I can 
put even a little bit into that pot and somebody 
picks it up and runs with it then I’m going to 
be happy.”

LEYTON Orient suffered extra-time agony 
on Tuesday night after Tom Caimey’s 118th 
minute knockout blow dumped them out of 
the FA Cup third round.
